the Prefident in the Chair, and placed in the Committee 
Room for that purpofe. 

Law * fth . Leave of abfence fhall not be granted except 
under the conditions fpecified in Law 6th.

For the words, “ A petition for a feat in the Society 
fhall be admitted if there be not one negative in every 
eight votes,” — Read, Every petition for a feat in the Socie- 
ty, prefented and attefhed according to law, fhall be ad- 
mitted, provided a majority of the members voting upon 
fuch petition concur in its admiflion.

For the words, “ but the following recommen- 
dation, &c — Read, But the following recommendation 
fhall be affixed re every fuch petition, wh n it is prefented, 
figged by at haft three ordinary members : We the under- 
written attell, upon our honour, that, from our perfonai 
knowledge of the petitioner, we believe him to be a 
proper perfon to become a member of this Society. 

Law 2 d. To be added, — When there are two or more 
petitions to be balloted for, the report of lie decilion of 
the Society fhall be lufpended till the whole are ballotted 
for. 

I aw 8 th. To be added, — Each member fhall pay his 
fubfcription of ios. 6d., notwithftanuing the fpeciiicatioft 
in Law 2 d. Chap. 5th. 


CHAPTER VII. 

For the words, “ I declare,” &c.< — Read, I declare, upon 
my honour, that, in voting for the four gentlemen hofe 
nan es are in this lift, I am bound by no promife, nor in- 
fluenced by any motive or confideration, except the con. 
vieftio that thefe four are the heft qualified to fill the of- 
fice of Prelidents. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

Law ' ll ft) The following is added, — If any member 
take out a greater number of books than that allowed by 
law, the Li ira> ian fhall mark that member lined 2S 6d. i 
and by doing fo he himfelf (hall be freed from any charge 
of negled of duty in giving out a greater number of books 
than the law permits. 


CHAPTER X. 

Law 2d is repealed, and the following fubflituted fcr 
it, — 1'ach ordinary and extraordinary member fhaU have 
the liberty to propofe three extraordinary vilitors during 
the Seffion without any reftridion refpe&ing their reh- 
dence in Edinburgh. 

Law 3 d Is repealed. 

Law $th Is repealed, and the following is fubftltuted : 

The fame perfon Hull not be appointed a vilitor mere 
than twice in the fame Seffion. 

Law (th Is repealed. 

The following law is inferted at the end of this Chap- 
ter : 

At the commencement of every Seffion, the Secretary 
fhall write, in alphabetical order, the names of all the or- 
dinnr members, and all the extraordinary members whofe 
names are on the lift of circulation in a book allotted for 
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that purpofe, in which the Prefulent, on the appointment 
of any vifitor, fhall write his name, with the uay and 
month of fuch appointment, oppofite the name of the 
member who propofed him. 


CHAPTER XII. 

At the end of this Chapter the following new law is in- 
ferred : 

If any member prefect to the Society an EfTay for dif- 
cuffion, written upon a fubje£t not allotted or granted him 
according to the feveral laws contained in Chapter nth, 
he lhall incnr the penalty of 10s. od. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

Law ioth. To this law the following is added : — No 
member fhall lend a book, or books, to any perfon not a 
member of the Society, under the penalty of i os. 6 d. 

At- the end of this Chapter the following new law is in- 
ferted : — Any part of the apparatus that has remained three 
weeks in poffeffion of a member, fhall be returned at the 
requefl of another member. If fuch member neglect to 
return the apparatus within three days, after the requeft 
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in writing has been presented, he /hall incur the penalty of 
one fhilling each day it may be detained. 


CHAPTER XV. 

Law ijiy In this law the following alteration is made : 

I he election of the Library Committee is to take place 
on the firft meeting after that on which the Annual Prefix 
dents have been elected ; and the former Prefidents are to 
continue members of the Committee until the new one is 
formed. 

Law ioth. For the words, “ On the firft ordinary 
meeting of January and April,”— Read, The third ordinary 
meetings oi December and April. 

Law 13th, For the words, « A quarter paft fix,”— « 
Ivead, Twenty minutes paft fix. 

Law 2oib , For the words, « The Committee {hall 
meet on the firft and third Saturdays of every month 
rhtoughout the year at one o’clock,”— Read, The Com- 
mittee fti all meet at half paft three o’clock, on the firft and 
third Mondays of the month. 

Laf z'jth. For, “ a quarter before feven o’clock,” 

Read, 10 minutes before feven o’ciobk. 

Law 2,cth, lo this law the following is added : Anv 

member who negledts the payment of his fines, as directed 
.n Law 30. Chap. 13* fhall forfeit his privileges as a mem- 
ber, and the firft fine of 2s. 6d. ftiall be doubled on e-ch 
fucceffive ordinary meeting of the Society until the wnol^ 
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fum is paid. In fuch cafe of negledt, the Secretary (hail 
officially acquaint the member that his fines are accumu« 
lating according to law. 


CHAPTER XIX. 

Law 2tJ, To be added, When any motion is reje£ted by 
no more than two thirds of the Society, the mover lhall 
not be lubjedt to this fine.
